- grant, I think, is a Piece lately publiſhed, 
entitled, The Prefit and Loſs of GREAT 
BRITAIN ia the preſent War with SePA1N, 
from JULY 1739, to JULY 1741. 

The Author of this motley Piece ſoon diſ- 
covers the cloven Foot, by ſuppoſing, that our 
Miniſter did not for many Years evade a 
War, after there remained no Probability 
that our juſt Demands would be granted 
without it : That our Miniſter did not for 
many Years fit ſtill and laugh at the Cala- 
mities of the Subject: That the Treaties 
he made with Spain for avoiding, or rather for 
putting off a War, were juſtifyable : That 
the Expence he put us to, by augmenting 
our Forces and manning our Fleets, added 
Weight to His perplext Negociations : : That 
there were great Difficulties in manning our 
Squadrons at the Beginning of the War: 
That out of a more numerous ſtanding Ar- 
my than was ever before kept up in Time of 
Peace, none conld be ſpared abroad; and that 

it would have been imprudent to have tranſ- 
ported any of the old Corps, before the new 
ones were in ſome Meaſure diſciplin'd. 

Theſe Suppoſitions, I ſay, ſhew the cloven 
Foot, notwithſtanding the Author's Pretence 
to Indifference as to the Perſons that direct 
the State Machine, and notwithſtanding his 
Pretence to Impartiality as to the Court or 


Country Farty; and as theſe Suppoſitions 
r have 
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have all been ſufficiently expoſed, it is need- 
leſs for me to repeat what has been already 
ſaid upon the Subject. I ſhall therefore pro- 
ceed to examine whether Great- Britain has 
been a Gainer or a Loſer by the preſent War, 
by firſt giving a true Liſt of the Britiſb Ships 
taken ſince the Commencement of the War, 
and then making ſuch Remarks upon the 
Author's Account of Profit and Loſs, and 
upon our Circumſtances in general, as may 
enable the Reader to judge whether this 
War has been conducted in a blundering 
Manner, or in ſuch a Manner as it * 
and ought to have been, 

I ſhall begin with advertiſing the Reader, 
that this ſurpriſing Liſt of Britiſb Ships taken 
by fuch an impotent Enemy, was not made 
up at a Diſtance from London, where no 
ſuch Liſt can poſſibly be made up, but that 
it was made up here in London, after the 
moſt diligent Enquiry, and moſt exact In- 
formation from thoſe whoſe Intereſt it is to 
keep an Account of all Ships taken and loſt ; 
therefore it may be look'd on as an authentic 
Liſt, or at leaſt as authentic as any that can 
be made up without the Aſſiſtance of public 
Authority. However, I am far from pre- 
tending that it is compleat, or that there are 
no Errors to be found in it. The Reader 
will ſee, that we have had Advices of ſeveral 
Ships being taken whoſe Names, Com- 
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manders, Voyages, or Places carried to, I 
could not learn; and as to the Values, even 
here at Londbn, I could get no ſuch Account 
of them as would warrant my fixing a Va- 
lue upon any one, therefore I have left 4 
a Blank Column for the Values, which every 
Reader may fill up as far as his Knowledge 
Or InforMation can reach. And I muſt ob- 
ſerve, that ſeveral Ships may have been tak- 
en, eſpecially in the Weſt-Indies, of which 
I could get no Information; for when no In- 
ſurance is made here in London upon Ship ot 
Cargo, it is a great Chance if we ever heat 
of the Ship's being taken. 

The firſt Column of the following Liſt 
contains the Dates of the Advices we Foxeived 
here in London, of the Ship's being taken : 
The 2d. contains the Ship's Name: The zd. 
the Maſter's Name: The 4th. the Voyage: 
The 5th. the Place ſhe was carried to; and, the 
6th Column I have left Blank for the Value. 
And where I could meet with no certain Infor- 
mation as to the Name of the Ship or Maſter, 
or as to the Voyage, or the Place ſhe was 
carried to, I have left it Blank, that if any 
more full Information can be had, it may 
hereafter be filled up. 

To bring this Lift into as little Room as 
poſſible, I have made uſe of the following 
Abbreviations which the Reader is defired to 
take Notice of.

- Thus I have given the Reader as compleat, 
and as exact a Liſt, I believe, of the Britiſh 
Merchant-Ships taken fince the beginning of 
this War, as any that can be made up, with-. 
out the Afliſtance of Public Authority. In 
this Liſt I have inſerted no Ship, by Name, 
or otherwiſe, but ſuch as our Merchants anti- 
Inſurers have had Advice of being taken; 


and where the firſt Advices were afterwards 5 


contradicted by thoſe of the Ship's Atrival, 
or of her being loſt, I have faken Care to 
leave her out of my Liſt. Nay, even when 
the Ship, at. firſt reported to be taken, was 
never afterwards heard of, 1 have left her 
out; becauſe I ſuppoſed ſhe had either: foun-- 
dered at Sea, or was ſunk, or deſtroy'd. 

the Enemy's Privateers ; tho i in this laſt Caſe, 


the Loſs muſt be allowed to be owing to the 


War, and to the Number of Privateers which 
have been permitted to traverſe the Ocean: 

But becauſe I could not diſtinguiſh by which 
of theſe two Accidents the Ship was oft, 1 
have left all ſuch out of the Queſtion, being 
unwilling to ſwell the Account of my Coun- 
try's Loſſes with Uncertainties; and even this 
Account, certain and ſurpriſing as it is, I 
ſhould not have publiſhed, if it had not been 
with a View to promote that which alone 
can prevent the like Loſſes for the future, I 
mean a Parhamentary Enquiry into the Con- 
duct of the War, both by Land and Sea.

If either Houſe of Parliament were to ap- 
point ſuch a Secret Committee as ſhould be 
agreeable to the Merchants and Inſurers; and 
to impower that Committee to ſend for Per- 
ſons, Papers,” and Records, a more compleat 
and authentic Liſt of our Loſſes might be 
drawn up; the true Cauſes of them might 
be diſcovered; and, by the Advice of the 


Merchants, who, in this Caſe, are the beſt 


Judges, proper Methods might be taken to 
prevent the like Misfortunes in Time to come: 
for, ſo far as I can learn, I do not tind that 
thoſe whoſe Duty it was, have ever once 
conſulted with the Merchants, either about 
the proper Seaſons for ſending out Convoys, 
or the proper Stations for our Cruiſers. If 
they have neglected to do ſo, I hope the Par- 
liament will take Care to do it for them, and 
appoint proper Perſons for that Purpoſe; for 
it the Trade and Navigation of Great-Bri- 
tain be not a Subject worthy of Parliamen- 
tary Concern, I do not know what Subject is. 
Some People may, perhaps, imagine, our 
Parliaments have nothing to do, beſides that 
of granting Money, and making Penal Laws 
for levying thoſe Grants; but I may venture 
to propheſy, if this Maxim ſhould prevail 
for Twenty Vears to come, as it ſeems to 
have done for Twenty Years paſt, if our Par- 
tiaments ſhould continue to leave the Care of 
our Trade and Navigation entirely to our Mi- 

BR F niſters, 
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niſters, the Nation will ſoon have little or no 
Money for them to grant- Miniſters always, 
have their Heads ſo full of their own Trade, 
that we never can expect they will mind the. 
Trade of the Nation; and therefore I am cer- 
tain, no Parliament will ever leave the Care 
of our Trade entirely to Miniſters, unleſs the 
Majority of the Members be. ſuch as make 
a Trade of the Truſt repoſed in them by their 
Country. 

For this Reaſon, I do not in the leaſt que- 
ſtio the next Seſſion of Parliament's enqui- 
ring ſtrictly into the Conduct of the War; 
and from that Inquiry we may expect an au- 
thentic Liſt of the Number, Tonnage, and 
Value of the Ships taken by or from the Ene- 
my; but 'till that happens, I ſhall beg Leave 
to make ſome Remarks upon the foregoing 
Liſt, and upon the deceitſul Account of Pro- 
fit and Loſs publiſhed by our Miniſterial 
Hirelings. The foregoing Liſt of Ships taken 
and ſeized from the Beginning of Auguft, 
1739, when Reprifals againſt us were pub- 
liſhed in Spazr &, or rather from the iſt of Seh- 
tember, to the End of October, 1741, which 1s 
not above Twenty Six or Seven Months, will 
ſhew, that there have been in the whole 4 14. 
Britiſh Ships taken and ſeized ; of which there 
have been but Eighit retaken, Five diſcharged 
conditionally, and One ranſomed, as we may

ſuppole, 
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ſuppoſe, at near the full Value; ſo that our 
Merchants have loſt entirely 300 Ships, paid 
1600 J. for the 3010, and what they paid for 
releaſing the Five is not yet known; therefore 
we may reckon the Nation has, by this Liſt, 
loſt 301 Merchant-Ships; and all of them, I 
think, except one, with Cargoes on board. 

Now, tho” | have not put a Value upon 
any one of theſe Ships, yet, in general, ſome 
Gueſs may be made of our Loſs. For this 
Purpoſe, I ſhall ſuppoſe every Ship and Car- 
go, one with another, to be worth 3500. 
At this Rate, the Value of the Britiſb Mer- 
chant-Ships ſeized, taken, or deſtroyed by 
the Enemy, amounts to 1,053, 500 J. Ster- 
ling. To this we muſt add the Loſs we 
have ſuſtained by our Seamen's being taken, 
and kept Priſoners by the Enemy, which 
will be a very great Addition to the Value of 
our Loſs, and is a moſt grievous Misfortune 
to the Nation, conſidering our preſent great 
Scarcity of Seamen, and the oppreſſive Me- 
thods we are forced to make uſe of for man- 
ing His Majeſty's Navy. 

I ſhall not pretend to put a Value upon 
Britiſh Seamen, becauſe 1 think them unva- 
luable. But what can we think of 4 Hire- 
ling that pretends to give an Account of our 
Loſſes by the War, and forgets to bring in 
to the Account, the vaſt Number of Seamen 


we have loſt by the Captures, We mult

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from thence conclude, that this Loſs is never 
fo much as thought of among thoſe he con- 
verſes with; and conſequently, that thoſe 
who ſet him to Work never think of our Sea- 
men, but when they are contriving Methods 
to oppreſs them. If we ſhould allow but 
Twelve Seamen to every Merchant-Ship that 
has been taken, the Number of Britiſh Sea- 
men now in the Enemy's Hands would a- 
mount to 3612 Men; but as many of them 
have, at the Peril of their Lives, made their 
Eſcape from the Enemy, and as the Spaniſh 
Privateers have ſometimes ſet the Crew on 
Shoar, when they had more Priſoners than 
they could ſafely venture to detain, I ſhall 
reckon but 3000 now in the Hands of the 
Enemy; and mot of theſe we muſt ſuppoſe 
to be rotting in Span. Jails, or already 
ſtarved to Death, or forced by meer Want, or 
Torture, to liſt themſelves in the Service of 
the Enemy, and thereby increaſe the Num- 
ber of thoſe Privateers that are employed to 
deitroy the Trade of their Country, What 
Methods have been taken to redeem from 
Bondage thoſe honeſt and brave Seamen that 
have had Virtue and Reſolution enough to 
withſtand the great Temptations they are of- 
fered on one Hand, and the terrible Sufferings 
they are expoſed to on the other, I do not 
know; for I have not heard that any Cartel 
has us yet been ſettled, or that any Exchange 


has

has been made; but on our Side, I am ſure, 
it ought not to have been neglected or de- 
layed, becauſe there is no Compariſon be- 
tween the Worth of a Br:ti/þ and that of a 
Spaniſh Sailor. 

Will any Man ſuppoſe, that this Loſs of 
Seamen, at a Time when we ſtand ſo much 
in need of ſuch Men, is no Loſs to the Na- 
tion? Would any Man, but a Miniſterial 
Hireling, forget to reckon this as a Part of 
our National Loſs by the War? And yet, 
without reckoning this Loſs, I believe, it 
will appear, that by the moſt probable and 
reaſonable Suppoſitions, we are far from be- 
ing Gainers, upon a fair Account of Profit 
and Loſs. The Suppoſition I have made, 
that each Ship and Cargo taken from us, one 
with another, was worth 3 500 J. cannot, I 
think, be looked on as unreaſonable or ex- 
travagant, eſpecially if we conſider, that a 
great Number of the Ships we have loſt, 
were large Ships, and moſt of theſe Ships load- 
ed with valuable Cargoes; which is the Caſe 
with reſpect to moſt large Ships, employed 
in the Portugal, Italian, Turkey, African, or 
American Trade: This, indeed, would ap- 


pear to be very much an Under-Rate, if any 


Credit were to be given to the Accounts from 


Spain; for they computed the firſt Forty 


Seven Ships they took from us at the Begin- 


ning of the War, to be worth 234000 /. 
which

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which is above 5000 J. per Ship and Cargo, 
one with another Xx. But as the Mimfters 
are the /ole Maſters of the Preſs in Spain; 
and as Miniſters and Miniſterial Writers are, 
in all Countries, apt to exaggerate the Nation's 
Gains, and conceal or under-value 3 its Loſſes 
by a War, in order to extoll or juſtify their 
own Conduct, without Regard to this Spa- 
ſh Valuation, I ſhall compute our Ships 
and Cargoes at no more than 3 500 J. each; 
and, according to this Computation, 307 
Ships makes, as J have ſaid, 1,053,500 /. to 
which 1 ſhall add but 50000 / as the Value 
of the Houſes, Goods, and Effects of our 
Merchants ſcized in Spain, contrary to the 
Faith of Treaties, at the breaking out of the 
War; which, I have been informed, is the 
Loweſt Value can be put upon this Loſs, not- 
withſtanding the Boldneſs of the Author's 
Friend, mentioned in his Poſtſcript, who 
would (tho' perhaps not worth @ Groat, be- 
tides his Penſion from the Miniſter) under- 
take to inſure all the Loſs there could be on 
this Account at 8000 /. 
Thus our Loſs in Ships, Goods, and Ef- 
fects, for this is far from being our only Loſs 
by the War, appears to be 1, 103, 5ool, and 
now to Ballance this with our Gains. As I 
have no Account of the Ships taken from the 
Enemy, either F our Men of War or Pri-

vateers, 
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vateers, I muſt take the Account given by 
my Author, lame as it is, and upon this Ac- 
count I ſhall make a fe Obſervations, which 
will very much diminiſh the total Amount. 
But before I begin with any of his Articles, 
I ſhall, in general, obſerve, that as ſuch an 
Author might certainly have had free Acceſs 
to all our Offices, he might have given us an 
authentic Account, if he had not been re- 
ſolved to deceive. At the Court of Admiralty 
they certainly have a Liſt of all the Prizes 
that have been brought in to be condemned 
here at Home; and at the Board of Admiralty 
they certainly have, or at leaſt they ought, 
T think, to have regular Accounts tranſmit- 
ted to them from all our Courts of Admiralty 
Abroad, of all Prizes brought there to be 
condemned. From theſe two Offices there- 
fore, a Miniſterial Author might certainly 
have had an authentic Account of the Names 
and Tonnage of all Prizes taken from the 
Enemy, before July laſt. And as all Prizes 
are, or ought to be, immediately fold by 
public Auction, for the Benefit of the Cap- 
tors, the Government, I think, ought to 
have an Account of all ſuch Sales, in order 
to take Care, that the poor Seamen are not 
cheated by their Officers and Agents. If the 
Government has any ſuch Account, this Au- 
thor might certainly have had it; and there- 
fore I muſt likewiſe ſuppoſe, that he On | 
ave 


. 
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have had an authentic Account of the Value of 
each Prize, if he had not been reſolved to 
zmpoſe upon the Publick, by a falſe and de- 
ceitful Account, both of the Number of 
Prizes, and the Value of each. 

However, I ſhall take his Account as it 
ſtands, and object againſt thoſe Articles only, 
that glaringly appear ta be falſe or deceitful. 
Among theſe, the moſt impudent, and there- 
fore the Firſt, I ſhall take Notice of is, that 
of his charging to the Profit of England, the 
Damage we have done to the Enemy, with- 
out gaining One Shilling Advantage to our- 
ſelves. This is ſuch a glaring Impoſition, 
that I am ſurprized any Miniſter, or Mini- 
ſerial Writer, could ſuppoſe the People /illy 
enough to ſwallow it down. But to fet this 
Piece of Deceit in its true Light, I ſhall ſup- 
pe that C. D. a Merchant, is cheated in a 

arcel of Goods, by A. B. another Mer- 
chant, to the Value of 100/. and that in 
Revenge C. D. beats and bruifes A. B. in 
ſuch a manner, that it will, as he ſuppoſes, 
coſt A. B. at leaſt 1 50 J. to Phyſicians, Sur- 
geons, and Apothecaries for his Cure.

] ſhall ſuppoſe, that C. D. goes home grave- 
ly, and in his Account of Profit and Loſs,

In 
the great Articles of La Plata, Porto Bello, 
Chagra, and Carthagena, we muſt reckon 
only what we got, and. not what we de- 
ſtroyed; and with Regard to Ships and Pri- 
vateers, we mult reckon only thoſe we took, 
and not thoſe we deſtroyed. To begin with 
Port Plata, the Accounts of that Affair ſay, 
that Cap. Hall got only above the Value of 
6000 J. * and I have been told, he did not 
get ſo much. However, I ſhall allow him 
to have got fall 60001, and therefore deduct 
from this Article of our Profit no more than 
74000 [. 

The next Article I ſhall take Notice of, is 
Porto Bello, By the Admiral's Account of 
this Affair, which the Reader may ſee in the 
Annals for that Year, Vol. I. p. 38 5, there 
was no Ranſom ſo much as demanded, ſo 
that we got only 10000 Dollars, Three Ships, 
a few Braſs Cannon, &c. and ſome Ammu- 
nition, the whole Value of which I ſhall ſtate 
at 12000 J. and therefore from this Article of 


our Profit, T ſhall deduct no more than 
8 Sooo.

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The Chagra Article comes next, Here, 
indeed, our People got a good Booty, which, 
as I have been told, amounted to about 


I 50000 J. and therefore, from this Article I 
ſhall deduct but 50000 /. 


As to the Carthagena Article, the Reader 


may review the Account in the Gazette of 
May the 19th, and that of June the 2oth, 
by which he will ſee, we got nothing by 
that Expedition, tho' we did the Enemy 
a great deal of Damage; and therefore, from 
this Article of our Profit I muſt deduct the 
whole, vig. 463000 J. 

The next Article of the ſame Kind relates 
to the Privateers faid by our Author to be 
ſunk or deſtroy d. A Privateer taken is ſome 
Profit, as well as an Advantage to our Trade, 
but a Privateer ſunk or deſtroyed is no Pro- 
fit, tho' it be an Advantage to our Trade; 
therefore all the Sums charged to our Profit, 
upon account of Privateers or Ships deſtroy'd, 
muſt be deducted, which, in the whole, a- 
mount to 3700/. 

As to the other Articles which I ſhall take 
Notice of, they are rather to be called falſe 
than deceitful ; and of theſe the firſt is, a 
French Ship with a Spaniſh Pals, taken by 
Admiral Haddock, and valued at 5000 /, 
This Ship was diſcharged, after taking out a 
Packet belonging to the Court of ain, which 
] never heard contained any Jewels or * 

SY. - BR 
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of Value *. Therefore we muſt, upon this 
Account, deduct 5000 kh. 

The next is the Sparſh Ships feed in 
Port, and valued at 18000 JI. This is really 
a Charge, and a falſe Charge too, brought 
by this Author's blundering Ignorance, againſt 
his Friends; for tho' the Spaniſb Government 
ſeized the Ships and Effet, of our Merchants 
in Stain, contrary to the Law of Nations, 
and the Faith of 'Treatics, it would have 
been wrong in our Government, eſpecially 
as we are a Trading Nation, to have follow'd 
their Example. Foreign Ships or Merchants 
trading in our Pominions, are under the Pro- 
tection of our Honour, and cannot be ſeized 
or ſtopt, without a Breach of Honour, as 
well as Treaty. In this we ought to follow 
the Example of the Dutch in our King Charles 
the Second's Reign; for tho' that King, up- 
on his Declaration of War in the Year 1672, 
ordered all the Dutch Ships in our Harbours 
to be feized, and made Prize of; and tho' 
the Dutch, irritated by this Treatment, or- 
dered ſome Britiſh Ships in their Harbours 
to be ſtopt, yet, upon better Conſideration, 
and out of Regard to their own Honour, as 
well as Trade, they ordered them all to be 
ſet at Liberty. This Example, I fay, we 
ought always to follow ; and, if I am right- 
1 infor med, our Miniſters did very wiſely

and honourably follow it, upon Occaſion of 
the preſent War with Spain ; for tho' ſore 
Spaniſh Ships were ſtopt in our Harbours at 
the Begirming of the War, yet, I believe, 
they were afterwards ſet at Liberty; at leaſt, 
I could neyer hear of their being condemned, 
therefore I ſhall not do our Minifters the I- 
juſtice to charge this Article to our Account 
of Profit by the War; for I ſhall always be 
ready to applaud the Conduct of aur Miniſters, 
when I think they deſerve it, and for the 
fake of my Country, 1 wiſh I could upon all 
Occaſions do ſo. For this Reaſon, I muſt 
deduct this whole Sum of 180001. from the 
Creditor Side of our Account, as my Author 
has ſtated it. 

Another Article of the fame Nature, is a 
very ſurpriſing one. My Author tells us of 
a Ship with 100000 Pieces of Fight, and 
Cloathing for the Garriſon of Sr. Auguſtine, 
taken by the Diamond, Capt. Knowles, va- 
lued at 70000 I. I wiſh, for the Captain's 
fake, who very well deſerves it, this were a 
true Article; but as the Garriſon of St. Au- 
guſtine does not, I believe, conſiſt of above 
1000 Men, their Cloathing cannot be rec- 
koned worth above 5000 J. and as 100000 
Pieces of Eight is but 22 500 J. Sterling, we 
cannot reckon this Ship and Cargo at above 
30000 l. therefore I muſt deduct, on Account 
of this Article, 4000 l. The 
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The Third falſe Article I ſhall take No- 
tice of is, the Princeſſa Man of War, which 
our Author values at 60000 Tl]. This Ship, 
as I have been informed, was bought for the 
Service of the Government, at 15000 J. and, 
as I muſt ſuppoſe, the Government paid at 
leaſt the full Value, I muſt therefore, upon 
Account of this Article, deduct 4. 5000 , 

Thus the Deductions to be made from this 
Author's Account of our Profit by the War 
will ſtand as follows, viz.

Now, if 786,00 J. be deducted from

Profit, by this Author's Account, there will 
remain but 8 30, 700 J. which is the higheſt 
our Profit by the War can be reckoned to 
amount to, even ſuppoſing that he is right in 
all his other Articles of Profit ; and as I have 

betore 
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before ſhewn, that we have already loſt by 
Captures and Seizures at leaſt 1, 103, 500 J. 
the Ballance 1s 272,800 /. againſt us, inſtead 
of being 1,005,400 l. in our Favour, which, 
I believe, is far from having been made good 
to us by the Ships we have taken from the 
Enemy, ſince this Author cloſed his Ac- 
count. | 

I know it may be faid, that by deſtroying 
the Forts at Porto Bello and Chagra we have 
opened a Trade with the Spaniſh Settlements 
in America, which will be a real and an an- 
nual Profit to the Nation; but as we have, 
at the ſame Time, laid open this Trade to 
the French, Dutch, and Danes, and as their 
Ships meet with no Interruption in their 
Paſſage from Europe to America, J believe, 
our Share in this Trade will be but very 
ſmall; and let it be never ſo great, it will be 
much more than over-ballanced, by the To- 
tal Interruption of our Trade with Old Spain, 
and by the Load which the Increaſe of 
Freight and Inſurance has thrown upon eve- 

other Branch of our Trade. 

To theſe Loſſes I muſt add the Expence 
we are at in maintaining 12000 Daniſh and 
Heſſian Troops; for this is a National Loſs, 
becauſe it is every Shilling ſent out of the 
Kingdom, for the Support of Foreigners; 
and this Loſs I muſt impute to our War 
with Hain, becauſe I dare not preſume any 
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other Reaſon for our putting ourſelves to this 
Tags nce. I ſhall indeed grant, that it is 
ible for me:to ſhew, how theſe Troops 
can be of any Uſe to us in a War with Spazn, ' 
he rr that by Stipulation we are not to 
employ them in attacking the Enemy, either 
in Old Spain, or in America ; and we could 
not, I think, ſuppoſe, that a Subſidy Treaty 
with the King of Denmark, or Prints of 
Heſſe, would intimidate France, and there- 
by prevent her joining with Spain againſt us. 
For this Purpoſe, I am convinced, that the 
{ame Expence laid out in encreafing our Na- 
vy, would have had a much ſtronger Effect; 
for we muſt not pretend to frighten France 
by our Land Armies, unleſs we could form 
ſuch a Confederacy againſt her, as the late 
King William formed a little before his Death. 
That wiſe Prince did not begin his grand De- 
ſign by Subſidy- Treaties with the leſſer Pow- 
ers of Furype : He began it by a cloſe Con- 
federacy between the Three principal Powers; 
and that Confederacy ſoon drew into it ſuch 
a Number of the leſſer Powers, as put an 
End to the ambitious Views of France, and 
at laſt fixed the Liberties of Europe upon a 
Foundation, which could be ſhaken by no- 
thing but the Fatality of this Nation. 
2 have ſaid nothing of the great Expence 
Nation is put to, by maintaining ſuch a 
N 8 of additional F orces, both by Sea 
and 


„ 

and Land; becauſe this Expence is wholly 
laid out among ourſelves, and for the Sup- 
ort of our own People; tho' even this de- 
ſerves Conſideration, and ought to be a Rea- 
ſon for our puſhing the War with as much 
Vigour, in order to make it of as ort Du- 

ration, as poſſible. | 
I am forry I have been obliged to ſet our 
Profit and Loſs by the War in fo clear a 
Light. If no Attempt had been made to 
impoſe upon the People, in order to excuſe 
our paſt Conduct; or if J had thought it 
impoſſible to diminiſh our Loſs, or increaſe 
our Profit, in Time to come, I ſhould not 
have undertaken ſuch an ungrateful Taſk. 
But a public Impoſition I cannot beur; and 
as I am convinced, that our Loſs might have 
been, in a great meaſure, prevented, that 
our Profits might have been vaſtly enhanced, 
and that by a Change of Conduct, the Ene- 
my may ſtill be obliged to ſue for Peace, I 
could not avoid detecting the Impoſition, be- 
cauſe, I thought, it might contribute towards 
producing that Change in our Conduct, by 
which alone the Cloud can be diſſipated that 
is now gathering againſt this Nation, and will 
certainly overwhelm us, if we do not imme- 
diately begin to provide againſt it, by a wiſe, 
a bold, and a ſteady Conduct, which, from 


Experience we may conelude, is not to be 
H expected 
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| expected from thoſe who have hitherto had 
. the chief Direction of the preſent War. 
Coaold any Man have imagined in Juh, 
| 1739, that in November, 1741, we ſhould 
. have had Reaſon to complain of having had 
above 300 of our Merchant- ſhips taken by 
q ſuch an impotent Enemy, and of our having 
1 never ſo much as once attempted to diſturb 
5 them in Old Spain, or to take and hold Poſ- 
ſeſſion of any of their conſiderable Settlements 
in America? Yet this is the Caſe: By the 
Liſt of Captures I have given, it appears, that 
in leſs than Twenty Six Months Time, they 
have taken and ſeized 30 1 Britiſb Merchant- 
Ships; and that of theſe a moſt ſurpriſing 
Number has been taken in the Chanel, and 
N upon our own Coaſts, either in Europe, or 
N North America. 
| I know that ſome People have boaſted 
much of the great Care taken of our Trade 
in the Mediterranean. I ſhall be far from 
derogating from the Conduct and Care of the 
Gentleman who has the Command of our 
Squadron there. I believe he has done all 
that was in his Power, and would have done 
a great deal more for the Honour and Service 
of his Country, as well as for the Safety of 
the Merchants, if he had been provided with 
1 a ſufficient Number of ſmall Ships, &c. and 
With proper Liſtructiaus. But if all Circum- 
| ſtances 


* * 
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ſtances be conſidered, we have no great Rea- 
ſon to boaſt of the ſmall Loſs we have met 
with even in the Mediterranean. 
With regard to the Mediterranean, we 
muſt conſider, that ſmall Szanz/h Privateers 


dare not venture out into that Sea, becaufe 


they are liable to be pick d up by the Bar- 


bary Corſairs, as well as by our Men of War; 


and conſidering the Narrowneſs of that Sea, 
our having Poſſeſſion of Gibraltar and Port- 
Mahon, and our having all the Ports of France, 
Tab, Sicily, Sardinia, and Corſica open to 
us, it is ſurpriſing, that any one of the Ene- 
my's Privateers could live for a Week in any 
Part of the Mediterranean; eſpecially conſi- 
dering, that our ſmall Ships defigned for 
clearing the Seas of thoſe Vermin, were, 


neither there, nor any where elſe, expoſed 


to the Danger of being met with, and over- 
powered by the Enemy's Men of War. 
After having conſidered theſe Circumſtan- 
ces, let us examine the foregoing Liſt, and 
calculate how many of our Merchant-ſhips 
have becn taken in the Mediterranean; for 


we muſt ſuppoſe, that every Ship carried in- 


to any Port within the Straits Mouth, was 


taken in that Sea; and from this Calculation 
it will appear, that about Thirty Britiſh Ships 
have been taken and made Prize of in that 
Part of the World alone, befides thoſe we 
have had no Account where they were car- 

| H 2 ried, 
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ried, or perhaps no Account of their being 
taken, which may be the Caſe with reſpoi 
to ſever al Ships bound from our Plantations 
qircctly to the Mediterranean. This, I ſay, 
is a ſurpriſing Number, conſidering all Cir- 
cumſtances; and is, I am ſure, no Sign that 
our Trade has been taken ſo great Care of in 
the Mediterranean, as it ought to have been, 
or as ſome People boaſt of; for as our Ships 
bound to or from Taly or Turkey are generally 
rich Ships, a more than ordinary Care ought 
to have been taken of our Trade 1 in that Part 


of the Wor Id. 


If it had been impoſſible to prevent the 


Loſſes we have met with: If we had done 


all that was in our Power for preventing them, 

it would be ſome Alleviation to the Sorrow 
of our injured Merchants; but that there has 
been a Neglect or Miſconduct ſomewhere, is 
evident from the very Excuſes that are made 
for them. When any Misfortune happens, 

it is uſual, it is even natural for every Man 
to exenncior to ſhift the Load of it from his 
own Shoulders; and accordingly, with re- 
gard to Cruiſers, it is ſaid, that a ſufficient 
Number has, from Time to Time, been a ap- 
pointed, but that the Captains have not been 
enough diligent and watchful upon their ſe- 
veral St tations, Whether this be true or no, 

I cannot pretend to anſwer; but I cannot be- 
licye there has been the leaft Negle & in any

good Opinion J have of our Seamen and Sea-

Then with regard to Convoys, it is ſaid, 

that proper and ſufficient Convoys have been 

appointed from Time to Time, or as often 

as there was Occaſion for them; but that 

'the Merchant-Ships could not be prevailed 
on to wait for them, and thus by failing 

eit haut Convoy, they expoſed themſelves to 
Danger, which has been the chief Occaſion i 

of ſo many of them being taken. This like- li 
wiſe is a Queſtion, which TI ſhall not pretend Jil 

to anſwer; but this I know, that Merchant- 

Ships are often obliged to fail without Convoy, in 

order to come in Time to the proper Market | 

for their Cargo. This they did in the War | 

in Queen Anne's Reign *: This they muſt | 

do in all Wars; and as in this Caſe, they 

have nothing but Crui/ers to truſt to for their | 

Safety, therefore Care ſhould be taken, not | 

only to appoint Cuiſers in all proper Stations, |

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That Merchants muſt often fail without 
Cunvoy is what, I ſay, muſt frequently hap- 
pen in every War; but in the pteſent War, 
their being obliged to fail 4wizhout Convoy, 
might have been almoſt entirely prevented. 
In the War in Queen Anne's Reign, we 
could not well appoint Convoys to fail, at cer- 
tain Times and Seaſons, to any Place in the 
World; becauſe the French had always ſmall 
Squadrons of Men of War ing at Dunkirk, 
Breſt, and Toulon, and would have intercept- 


ed moſt (as they did many) of our Convoys, 


if they had known the particular Times of 
their ſailing : But in this War, we were in 
no fuch Danger; and therefore, at the very 
Beginning of it, a certain and regular Courſe 


of Convoys ought, by the Advice of our Mer- 


| chants, to have been ſettled to and from 


every Place with which we have any conſi- 
derable Trade; and this Courſe ought to have 
been publiſhed, that our Merchants might 
take Notice of it, and prepare their Ships ac- 
cordingly. 

The Third Excuſe made for our Loſſes at 
Sea, is a little inconſiſtent with the other 
Two. It is ſaid, we could not get Men ſuf- 
ficient for manning ſuch a Number of Ships 
of War as were neceſſary for the Defence of 
our Dominions at Home and Abroad, and for 
the Protection of our Trade by Cruifers and 

Convoys, 
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Convoys, If this was the Caſe, I believe 1 


may venture to ſay, it was our own Fault, 
for theſe Reaſons. Firſt, conſidering the 
Treatment our Sailors had for ſeveral Years 
before met with, we did not, in the Begin- 
ning of the War, give Encouragement enough, 
either to Seamen or Landmen, to enter into 
His Majeſty's Sea Service. Secondly, as we 
had, at the Beginning of the War, a ſtand- 
ing Army ſufficient not only for our Defence 
at Home, but for attacking the Enemy 
Abroad, we began too ſoon to raiſe Recruits 
and new Regiments for the Land Service; by 
which Means many able-bodied Landmen 
were engaged in that Service, who otherwiſe 
would have entered themſelves on board our 


Men of War. And Thirdly, we not only fitted 


out, but Commiſſioned and Manned, a much 
greater Number of large Ships than we had 
any Occaſion for in a War with Syain; which, 
even for the Sake of the Expence, ought to 
have been avoided ; and much more ought 
it to have been avoided, if we thereby ren- 
dered ourſelves deſtitute of Men for our 
Cruiſers and Conveys; becauſe, by ſo doing, 
we left ourſelves open to the Enemy, in the 
only Place where they could hope to hurt us. 
know, it is ſaid by way of Anſwer to 
this laſt Objection, that we were in Danger 
of an Invaſion from France as well as Spain, 
and therefore were obliged to keep a large 
Squadron 
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Squadron of capital Ships always ready in the 
Channel. I likewiſe know, that both the 
1 French and the Spaniards plaid many conju- 
H ring Tricks to poſſeſs us with his Fear, 
I's which, we have ſhewn them, we are but too 
much ſubject to. The Spaniards, at the Be- 
1 ginning of the War, aſſembled an Army in 
| Gallicia, gave the Command of it to an 1ri/þ 
14 Man, and ſent for the late unfortunate Duke 
44 of Ormond. The French fitted out a Squa- 
dron at Breſt, and ſent ſmall Ships to ſound 
ſeveral Parts of our Coaſt. But every Man 
| of Senſe ſaw through the Meaning of theſe

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; Grimaces. However general our Diſcontents 
1 may be, the Spirit of Jacobitiſm has fo much 
4 ſubſided, that neither the Spanzards nor the 

. French will dare to invade us with a ſmall 


Force, and againſt a great one we ſhall always 
have Time to provide, before they can ſuffi- 
ciently prepare. 

For this Reaſon, we ſhould have deſþ:/ed 
14 their artful Threatnings, provided for the 
14 Safety of our Trade, and purſued the Enemy 
if with Vigour, which would have put an End 
14 to all our Diſcontents; and this would have

Uſe, I 
know of, but a great Charge to the Nation. 

I can therefore find nb Exciiſe for our being 
deſtitute of a ſufficient; Number of Cruiſers 
and Convoys in any Part 'of the World; and 
if we. have had a ſufficient Number, 1 can 
no way account for ſuch a Multitude of Ships 
being taken from our Merchants. The Num- 
ber is fo extraordinary, conſidering the Ene- 
my we have to deal with, that, 1 ain ſure, 
the Conduct of our Admiralty now deſerves 
as much to be inquired' into by Parliament, 
as it did in the Near 1707. The Number of 
our Ships taken was then, indeed, much 
OE. than ĩt Is now: It was larger even in 
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Merchant-Ships u under their Care, by French 
Squadrons, ; whereas in This we have'ſcarcely © 
any ſuch Thing. t to fear, In That War, the 


Enemy were in Poſſeſſion of one Side of the 
Channel, from one End to the other; for 
end was not taken till 1706: Whereas in 


his, we have io Enemy near the Channel, 
and al the Ports upon both Sides open to us, 
which, either our Cruiſers or Merchant-Ships 
may fafely ut into, in caſe of Danger, ei- 
ther from the Seas, or the Enemy. In That 
War, or at leaſt for the firſt Two or Three 
Years of it, the Coaſts of France, Spain, and 
Naples, with the Iſlands of Sicihy, Sardinia, 
Majorca, Menarca, and Wica, were in the. 
Enemy's Hands : whereas in 7 his, the Coaſts 
of 5 and Naples, and the Iſlands of Si. 
cih and Sardinia, are in neutral Hands; cd 
with Minorca | in the Middle of it, are in our 
own, To this I muſt add, that we were 
then in much greater Danger e of an Invaſion 
than now; becapſe there were more Jaco- 
bites in all the "Three Kingdoms, and the 
Kingdom of Scotland was ſo far from bei 
EE. to England, that a Rupture be 
the Two ſeemed unavoidable, in caſe the 
Queen had happened to die. Yet our Go- 
vernment did not then think it neceſſary to 
keep a Squadron continually in Commiſſion, 
for: guarding againſt that Danger : They took

Years, or Four Years and 
a Half of that War, we have an authentic 
Account of it; for in the Seſſion of Parlia- 
ment 1707, 1708. upon a Complaint of the 
Merchants, the Houſe of Lords appointed a 
Committee to inquire into the Conduct of 
the Admiralty, and by their Report it - 
pears not to have been @ ſham Committee of In- 

wry, In that Report, the Number of Ships 
[1 is faid to be 1146, which is at the Rate 
of 254 a Year; but as a great Number of- 
theſe Ships were not taken by Privateers, but

that heavy War, by Privateers, cannot be com- 
puted at above 204, one Vear with another. 
Now -as the Number of Ships- taken in "this 
trifling War appears to be 301, from the 
Beginning of September 1739; to the End of 
October 1741, which is 26 Months, the Num- 
ber taken Yearly, by Privateers alone, muſt 
be computed at 139. 

Thus we ſee that the Proportion between 
the Number of Ships taken by Privateers in 
this War, and the Number taken in the late 
War, ſtands near as Three to Four, which 
muſt appear very ſurpriſing to one who conſi- 
ders the ſeveral Circumſtances I have men- 
tioned. But I muſt obſerve, that of the 3 14 
Ships ſeized and taken in this War, there 
was but 143 of them actually taken by Pri- 
vateers, (the reſt having been ſeized in the 
Ports of Spain) within the Firſt Fourteen 
3 and in the laſt Twelve Months there

Whether ths has. been- any Miſcondudt, 
in our Naval Affairs; whether the prodigious 
Naval Force the Nation i is now at the Ex- 
peace of maintaining, has been miſapplicd, ; 
or whether the Captains appointed to Cruiſe 
have been negligent in their Duty, is none of 
my Buſineſs to determine, But ſure 1 am, 
that upon comparing our [Circumſtances in 
This War, with our Circumſtances in the late 
War, and the Number of aur Ships raken in 
This, with the Number of our Ships taken 
by Privateers in That, there is now greater 
Reaſon to ſuſpect Miſcondud, than there 
was in the Year 1707, and conſequently 
greater Canſe for a Parliamentary Inquiry, 


than there was at that Time.

Ceremony, inqquire ſtrictly into what was 
ſo recommended to them, as will appear 
ftem their Report, with the Lord High Ad- 
Hiral's Anſwer, and their Reply; all which 
the Reader may ſee at full Length in the Vth 
Volume of Turburũ's Parliamentury Debates. 
What was the Conſequence? The Prince's

In this War 
We Rind it has not dane: In the laſt, it pro- 
duced but little Effect. In 1 704 che Houſe 
of Lords preſented an Addreſs to! the late 
Queen upon this Subject, which, indeed, 
produced fomie Effect; for Two active Offi- 
cers were immediately ſent out % Cruiſe, and 
they continued crusing from January 1704-5, 
to October following. I ſay Two active Of- 
ficers, whom to their Howe I muſt meg. 
Sit George Byng, and Sir Fobn Jennings; for 
in that Time they took no leſstthan Twenty 
of the Enemy's beſt and ſtouteſt Privateers ; 
but this was all the Effect it produced; for 
the very next Year our Trade was as much 
neglected as ever. In this War, the Parlia- 
ment has already addreſſed upon this Sub- 
ject *, What Effect it has produced I do 
not know. If it has produced any, I am 
ſure our Cruiſers have had very bad Luck; 
conſidering the Number of Privateers that 
are out, and the Danger they muſt be in of 
being taken, going out from, or returning t0 
their few Ports, if our Cuiſers have been 
properly Hatice. 

Eut befate I conclude, I muſt obſerve, 
that our Caſe is now very different from 
what it was in 1707,” Our Trade was at 
that Time too much neglected, and, perhaps,

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we did not make all the Uſe of our Naval 
Force, which we might and ought to have 
done; but our Squadrons had in that War 
performed ſeveral glorious Exploits, which 
were of great Service to their Country, and 
our Succeſs at Land had been glorious and 
fucceſsful beyond Expectation. In this War 
can it be ſaid, that any of our Squadrons, 
except that under the Direction of Admiral 
Vernon, who is ſuppoſed not to be under he 
fame Influence with others, have performed 
glorious Exploits? Can it be ſaid, that we 
have carried on any War at Land with Suc- 
ceſs? The only Land Expeditions We have 
attempted, is that againſt Carthagena, and 
that againſt Sr. Auguſtine. As to the latter, 
my: deſigned Brevity obliges me to paſs it 
over in Silence, tho' I hope it will not be ſo 
paſſed over in another Place; but as to the 
former, there ariſes TWO Queſtions which 
ought to be enquired into, becauſe at firſt 
View our Conduct appears to have been 
wrong. The Firſt, How we came to attack 
that Place at all? and the Second, How we 
came to be ſo late in going upon that Expe- 
dition? 

As to the Firſt, I ſhall grant, that if the 
Spaniſh Squadron had been ſtill there, we 
ſhould have had ſome Reaſon to attack the 
Place, if it had been only to deſtroy that 
Squadron; but as we knew that Squadron

was failed; as the Place was known to be the 
moſt unwholeſome of all the Spaniſh Settle- 
ments in America; as the deſtroying it could 
be of very little Advantage to our Trade ; as 
the keeping it would have been Madneſs, 
conſidering the Inclemency of the Climate, 
and the little Advantage it could be of to the 
Nation; I can find no Reaſon for attacking 
it, unleſs we were then reſolved to attack no 
Place which the Nation could propoſe to 
hold; becauſe the Nation's: inſiſting upon 
| hotding what it had got, might have made 
the Negotiation for a new Convention a little 
difficult, 
And as to the Second Queſtion, from the 
Accounts publiſhed in our own Gazettes it 
appears, that the Reaſon why we did not 
erect a Battery againſt Fort Lazare was, be- 
cauſe the Rainy Seaſon was approaching ſo 
near, that it would not admit of the Time 
neceſſary for raiſing a Cannon Battery, If 
we had raiſed ſuch a Battery, and had been 
provided with ſkilful Engineers and Gunners, 
we might ſoon have made a practicable 
Breach in ſuch an infignificant Fort, or at 
leaſt we might have razed the Parapet, and 
thercby prevented the Enemy from being co- 
vered when they fired upon our Troops as 
they approached, which would have ſaved 
the Lives of many a brave Britiſh Subject, 
and prevented the Diſhonour of a * 
e

We certainly knew when the Rainy Seaſon 
was to approach, why then was not Admi- 
ral Vernon enabled to go upon this Expedi- 
tion ſo early as to have Time to attack the 
Place in Form, and carry it, before the 
Rainy Seaſon came on? I am ſure, no De- 
lay can be laid to his Charge. A very little 
Ingenuity may find ſome Excuſe for any Mia 
conduct; and here, I know, it is ſaid, that 
the Expedition againſt Carthagena was ſo long 
delayed by Admiral Vernon's being obliged to 
fail firſt to Hiſpaniola, in queſt of the French. 
I ſhall grant, he could not go to attack Car- 
thagena, and leave Famaica expoſed to be at- 
tack'd by the French from Hiſpaniola, and 
the Spaniards from St. Fago de Cuba, there- 
fore I muſt ſuppoſe, he had Orders to ſpeak 
a Word or two, in his Way, with the French 
Squadron, if he had found it in that Part of 
the World. But why was he not enabled to 
go ſooner in Queſt of the French Squadron ? 
Why was our Fleet kept { long at the Je 
of Wight? Here, I know, the whole Blame 
is laid upon the Winds. But this is the very 
Queſtion in Diſpute, and the Queſtion that 
ought. to be enquired into; becauſe, I be- 
lieve, a great Majority of he Nation impute 
it to another Cauſe, and moſt People think 
an equal Force, at leaſt an equal Land Force, 
might have been ſent to the Meſt Indies, above 
a Twelvemonth before that Fleet failed. 
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There are ſeveral other Queſtions relating 
to this Diſappointment, which it would be 


proper to enquire into, ſuch as the famous 


Retreat, ſo loudly complained of both by 
Officer and Soldier, when our victorious 
Troops were in Purſuit of the Enemy, and 
in great Hopes of entering Pell-Mell with 
them into the Fort Lazare; the Shortneſs 
and bad Management of the Ladders; the 
want of Engineers, &c. But it would carry 
me too far, to ſet in a full View the many 
Complaints made upon this Occaſion, by 
thoſe that were upon the Spot. I have men- 
tioned theſe, only to ſhew, that if any En- 


quiry be ſet on Foot, it ought not to ſtop at 


the Complaints of our Merchants: It ought 
to go to the whole Conduct of the War; be- 
cauſe there are ſtrong Suſpicions, that all our 


Diſappointments have been more _ owing to 


our own Miſconduct, than to the Strength, 


Vigilance, or Conduct of the Enemy. 


It is really ſomething wonderful, that almoſt 
in every Thing we undertake, with Regard to 
the War, there ſhould be ſome known Circum- 

tance that, to vulgar Eyes, ſeems to point 
out a Want of Conduct. Even with reſpect 
to Commodore Anſon's Expedition, from 
which our Miniſterial Accountant expected 
ſuch an Addition to the Nation's Account of 
Profit, every one knows, that he was at leaſt 
Three Months too late in the Year of failing 


from 
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from England; becauſe the beſ? Seaſon for 
paſſing round Cape Horn is in December, 
which, with regard to Seaſon, anſwers to the 
Month of June in our Northern Horizon, 
and the worſt Seaſon is about the End of 
March, and the whole Month of April, 
which anſwer to the Months of September 
and October here. Therefore the beſt Time 
for departing from-England, in order to reach 
the Straits Le Maire and Cape Horn at the 
proper Seaſon, is in the Months of June, that 
the Ships may have Time to put in and re- 
freſh their Men at Madera and Brazil: 
Whereas this Squadron did not depart from 
England till the 18th of September *, fo that 
it did not reach the Straits Le Maire till the 
7th of March +, ſoon after which, the Equzr- 
noctial Winds began to blow, which, conſide- 
ring the Latitude and the high Land at that 
End of the American Continent, muſt be ex- 
pected to be vaſtly boiſterous, and were known 
to our Admiralty Board, if they know any 
Thing, to be ſo: I mean our Admiralty Board 
Direction; for now, it ſeems, we have 
Two, one for Direction, and another for 
Action. This, I fay, was known in Eng- 
lan long before this War began, and this un- 
fortunate Squadron has found by fatal Expe- 
rience to be true, to the great Diſappointment 
of the Publick, and, perhaps, to the more

pitiful Fort at the Beginning of the War, and 
how neceſſary it is to enguire into the Cauſes 
of that Diſappointment.
